Observations relating to inventive step 

Document Dl is considered to be the closest prior 
art. In the original words of claim 1, said 
document discloses (references to the closest prior 
art are enclosed in square brackets; the original 
wording is italicised; technical features that are 
not explicitly disclosed in the prior art. are a truck 
-through; note: according to Dl (see the description, 
page 3, lines 9-10) a "cantaloupe" is a "resource 
characterization") :

case, to a communications terminal (2) and, in 
particular, are in the form of a chip card, said 
resources including electronic memory units (li) and 
said method comprising :

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Claim 1 differs from the closest prior art according 
to Dl in that it additionally discloses the 
following technical features: resource management 
via a communications network, wherein the resource 
modules are determined by the module identifier, and 
the transmission of a resource management 
acknowledgement from the predetermined resource 
module via the communications network to the 
resource management centre, the information assigned 
to the module identifier being stored. 

Thus, the objective technical problem in Dl is that 
of organising the resource management of separate 
modules. 



Solving the objective technical problem on the basis 
of the aforementioned difference between Dl and the 
present claim 1, namely by means of central resource 
management with explicit module identification, is 
neither disclosed in, nor obvious from the closest 
prior art according to Dl . The same applies in 
respect of claims 7 and 13 . 

Claims 1, 7 and 13 and the claims dependent 
thereupon can consequently be considered to 
involve an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)).
